Dawes of Chicago at its head appoint­ 
ed by President Havding to consitl«*r 
the problem of providing care for 
wounded and «lisabled ex-service men 
will have | ower only to make recom­ 
mendations, but in submitting a prac­ 
tical and coherent plan it will take a 
long step toward correcting the pres­ 
ent lamentable conditions. 
Ultim ate­ 
ly adequate measures of r<*lief can b«* 
adopted only through action by Con­ 
gress. 
Too little attention has been 
paid to th<* needs of the men physical­ 
ly impaired or incapacitated. The sit­ 
uation is rendered the more urgent 
because of unpreparedness to afford 
treatm ent for veterans of the war on 
the scale 
required. 
As it 
is, even 
Government hospital accommodations 
ar** lacking. 
W arning has been giv­ 
en by medical authorities that • by 
1924-25 an immense increase in the 
number of eases, especially of tu ­ 
berculosis, among ex-service men is 
to be expected, and provision must 
bi* made for them beforehand. 
It is 
to the men wounded, crippled 
and 
weakened by disease that th«* country 
owes first thought, and for their wel­ 
fare ami comfort that it should gen­ 
erously prepare. 
The scheme to give 
bonuses to millions of sound, healthy 
young fellows, to which the 
House 
slavishly assented, were better post- 
poned indefinitely. 
It is a m atter of 
very minor importance in any event 
compared with the pressing necessity 
of carrying as their condition 
may 
require for the thousands of men ren­ 
dered helpless or incapable after serv­ 
ice in the army and navy.— New York 
World.

200 WILD BUFFALO IN 
YELLOWSTONE PARK 


Washington, April 
16, 
The sight 
<»f wild things living under natural 
conditions become one of the 
chief 
charms of a vacation in the Yellow­ 
stone Park, and the lirst 
quest ion 
asked by* nearly every 
tourist 
n 
"How many animats does the 
park 
contain?-’ 
This question is answer­ 
ed in the annual report of the direc­ 
tor of the national park superinten­ 
dent has given the following interest­ 
ing data regarding the w*ild life of 
the park: 
The wild herd of buffalo ranging 
in the Pelican Valley contains well 
over a hundred head. 
The tame herd, 
s<> called because they are fed 
hay 
during the winter months, totals 442 
animals. 
This herd ranges in 
the 
Lamar River Valley ami tourists who 
makes the side trip to 
the Buffalo 
Farm may easily view the herd. 
About 200 
mountain or big horn 
sheep make the Yellowstone 
their 
home. 
The park supeintendent con­ 
siders the antelope situation serious; 
only 300 head of antelope are left. As 
antelope will not breed in captivity 
and zoological gardens cannot main­ 
tain the ones they have, it is essential 
that the Yellowstone herd be wisely 
cared for if the extermination 
of 
the prong-horn is to be prevented. 
There are 800 moose in the park, 
which range in the upper valley 
of 
the Yellowstone River and in 
the 
Falls River Basin in the southwest­ 
ern corner of the park. 
In IK 12 there were 50,000 elk 
in 
the Y el lows tone; today only 23,000 
remain. 
The winter of 1918-19 
was 
reported as the severest which 
the 
wild animals ever had to face. 
The 
heavy snows of 1918 forced the elk 
outside the park limits in search of 
food ami thousands were killed by 
hunters, while many more died from 
exposures and starvation. 
If the elk 
herds are to be preserved the super­ 
intendent recommends 
a 
restricted 
hunting season in Montana and more 
winter feeding of hay. 
I)t»er, once so numerous, now num ­ 
ber only 1200 mule deer and but 100 
of the white tail species. 
Beaver are 
reported so numerous that there is 
practically no 
way 
of 
estimating 
their number. 
Almost every stream 
has its colonies. 
Woodchucks, while 
considered insignificant 
animals 
in 
the park, are 
unusually 
numerous 


jam! greatly attract the attention of 
| tourist- 
Porcupines are 
numerous 
ail over the park plateau and are 
j often seen. 
•lack rabbits 
are 
quite 
common 
about 
Mammoth Hot Spring- 
and 
Tower Falls, and the *nowshoe rah 
bit is an abundant inhabitant of the 
forested areas. 
Among 
other 
ani­ 
mal- often seen are pine squirrels, 
three different species of t hipmunks, 
two 
species 
of ground 
squirrels, 
muskrats, 
coons, 
badgers in 
open 
country and five specise of bats. Can­ 
ada lynx, bobcat, fox, wolverines and 
fishers occur in the park, hut are 
rarely seen even by the park rang­ 
ers. 
Otter, pine marten, mink, 
skunk, 
two species of weasel, flying squirrel, 
wood rats,, pocket gophers, 
jumping 
mice, nine other species of mice and 
three different 
shews 
are common 
everywhere, but not often 
seen by 
tourists because most of these ani­ 
mals are active only at night. 
Coyotes, wolves and mountain lions 
are the most destructive of the car­ 
nivorous animals, and are hunted and 
trapped each year by the park rang­ 
ers. 
In 
1920, 
107 coyotes ami 28 
wolves were destroyed. 
As the park 
bears 
attract 
the 
greatest interest, it is interesting to 
learn that there are over 100 black 
bears in the park. 
Black, brown and 
cinnamon bears are all included in 
the terln “ black”, as scientists 
have 
agreed that each is but a different col­ 
or phase of the the same species. The 
superintendent reports that there is 
no reason why the black bear should 
not become more and more 
abund­ 
ant. 
It is also estimated that there 
are at least 40 grizzly bears. Yel­ 
lowstone 
Park 
providing the 
last 
stronghold for the silver tips. 
There are 200 different species 
of 
birds listed as occurring in the park, 
although 
only 
65 
are common and 
bkely to be noted by tourists. Hawks, 
owls, osprey, mallards, geese and pel­ 
icans are unusually tame and easily 
studied because of the absolute pro­ 
tection 
given 
under 
the 
national 
park. 


Dr. U. P. Haw says he has been

en by metiical authorities that • by 
1924-25 an immense increase in the 
number of cases, especially of tu 
berculosis, among ex-service men is 
to be expected, and provision must 
be made foe them beforehand. 
It is 
to the men wounded, crippled 
and 
weakened by disease that the country 
owes first thought, and for their wel 
fare and comfort that it should gen 
erously prepare. 
The scheme to give 
bonuses to millions of sound, healthy 
young fellows, to which the 
House 
slavishly assented, were better post 
poned indefinitely. 
It is a m atter of 
very minor importapce in any event 
compared with the pressing necessity 
of carrying as their condition 
may 
require for the thousands of men ren 
dered helpless or incapable after serv­ 
ice in the army and navy.—New York 
World.

through those avenues. 
Information gath end hy the Sen­ 
ate interstate commerce committee in 
;t« forthcoming inquiry into the rail­ 
road situation will be 
coupled 
with 
data furnished by the railroad labor 
board and the Interstate 
Commerce 
Commission in considering any legis­ 
lation or administrative step. 
Reports of conditions 
laid before 
the cabinet today indicated that the

Poor Germany ? 


The desperate efforts that have been 
made by Germany through it,« suc­ 
cessive governments, since the signing 
of the treaty of Versailles, to escape 
payment of the reparations which it 
assumed under the terms of that docu-1 
nu-nt h ive occupied much of the at-11 
tention o f the allied powers and 
of 
the world; and they exhibit Germany 
in a less favorable 
light, 
perhaps, 
than any conquered nation has hithtr- 
to occupied. 
Hut the skill with which 
it hns spread its propaganda in th:- 
connection has imposed upon not 
a 
few. some of whom are am one the 
world’s brightest intellects. 
Paciti«ts 
have, as a matter of course, sympa­ 
thized with Germany’s claims that :t 
is impossible to meet the demands of 
the allies. 
With May 1. the final day set for 
the payment of the first installment 
of reparations, in full right; and be­ 
ing under no slightest delusion« con­ 
cerning the purpose of France to tak« 
military control of its industries, in 
case of default, Germany on April 
20, made 
formal 
request 
that the 
president of the United States arbi­ 
trate the whole issue. 
The sincerity 
of any proposal that Germany might 
make is under suspicion, but this one 
is a tribute to the disinterestedness 
of the United States, which is recog­ 
nized the world over. 
The refusal of 
our government to act is an entirely 
proper recognition of our duty to our 
allie«. but we doubt the counter sug­ 
gestion of ‘‘an immediate resumption 
of negotiations,” which seem« to in­ 
dicate the preparation of a new trea­ 
ty, based on a negotiated peace. Tht 
terms of the exiting treaty offer the 
solution; and the time for Germany 
to pay has arrived. 
But can Germany pay? 
Let us see 
if she can. 
In the North American 
Review for April Stephane Lauzanne 
publishes figures taken from the Ger­ 
man budget for 1920-21. itself, which 
provides for a total military expendi­ 
ture of four billion, 
three hundred 
and twenty-four million marks. “And 
since 
Germany 
is spending it, «he 
must certainly possess it”, is the per­ 
fectly natural conclusion of the dis­ 
tinguished editor of Le Matin. 
“In­ 
stead of devoting four billions ami a 
half”, says he. “in preparing for an­ 
other war, devote to it only one bil­ 
lion, and pay the other three billions 
and a half to the victims of the last 
war you made.” 
Our noted visitor learn3 from the 
same source that the number of gov­ 
ernment employes has been increased 
from 5.500 in 1914, to 80,000 who are 
sucking the public teat today, and 
that, despite the fact that not a sin­ 
gle German house 
was 
injured by 
war, the 
government 
is 
spending 
nearly four billions of marks in con­ 
structing dwelling houses for a 
re­ 
duced population. 
Moreover, prepar­ 
ations are making for paying German 
citizens the war debt due them from 
the government. Krupp and other in­ 
dustrial concerns are 
earning iarge 
dividends; and 
Germany i.4 spending 
a billion mark« for champagne and 
half a billion on the turf. 
Comment­ 
ing upon this 
showing, the Outlook 
very properly says: 
“In some way, 
whether in kind, in money, or in la­ 
bor, Germany can be and should be 
made to pay.” 
The public is apt to forget the un­ 
necessary damage 
wrought by 
the 
Germans during the war. We will re­ 
call one item. 
A French 
authority 
says: 
“The Germans, who wished to 
deprive us of our coal for many long 
years to come, have thoroughly suc­ 
ceeded.” 
It 
will 
require

mines, and rt will be 1930 before the 
mines at Lens can recover their nor­

production. 
And 
Americans 
should not forget that as late as 1917 
Germany planned to make us pay an
